We have reserved for the landscape department a large number of evergreens, 
shrubs and trees. An order placed for planting will be reserved for you even if 
we run out of that variety at the garden center. 


The charge for the planning and planting service we offer is very reasonable 
and is figured as follows: 
1. Price of stock planted 
2. Planning and planting charge at $1.00 per tree 
3. Guarantee at 10% of the bill. 


As our Landscape Department can do only a limited number of planting 
jobs during the season, we suggest that you get in touch with us as soon as possible

From Norwich, take Route 2 (the Westerly Road) for about three miles— 
turn right onto first state highway, following Ledyard signs—drive about 1 mile 
and bear left onto Route 27 and drive 2 miles. 


From New Haven and New London—cross the Groton-New London bridge 
and follow Route 95 for about 5 miles — turn left and follow Route 27 (Col. 
Ledyard Highway )—for about 6 miles. (Two miles past Ledyard Center.) 


From Rhode Island points — Go to the Rotary intersection of Route 95 and 
Route 2 — follow Route 95 towards New London about 7 miles — then turn 
right onto Col. Ledyard Highway (Route 27) — We are about 6 miles from 
Route 95. (Two miles past Ledyard Center.)

POINTS ON LANDSCAPING YOUR HOME 


1, Plan for year around beauty with evergreens to set off the house in 
winter as well as flowers for summer beauty. 


2. Work out a rough plan for your home, dividing your lot into three parts, 
as follows—A Public area, to be viewed from the street; a Service area, for 
clotheslines, utilities, vegetable garden, etc.; and a Private area, for picnics and 
relaxation. 


3. Foundation Planting — Your Foundation planting should be planned so 
as to provide a frame for your house. The shrubs should always be planted so 
as to emphasize the beauty of the house and never to obscure it. Always keep 
the mature height of the plants in mind. Use plants which blend well together 
and you may use groups of various shade or types of evergreens which appeal 
to you. Planting should soften the harsh corner lines of the building, give 
emphasis to the doorway, and make the house a part of the landscape. 


4, Shade trees should be planted with their mature size in mind. Plant 
in front to frame the house, not to hide it. 


5. Plant early blooming flowers and shrubs so that they may be seen from 
inside your house. Summer blooming shrubs are recommended for your picnic 
area. 


6. A free bulletin, “Landscaping Your Home Grounds” by H. O. Perkins, 
may be obtained by writing the University of Connecticut, or from any Extension 
office in the state. 


7. We have a free booklet, “How to Plant’, available at our nursery. Ask 
for your copy.

Recommendations for Planting Strawberries 


1. Plant very early in spring—March 20 to May 1—if possible. Never later 
than May 30. 

2. Plant standard varieties. Our choice as follows: Catskill, Sparkle, Howard. 

Try other varieties in small quantities at first. 

Plant in very good garden soil—never where turf has just been turned over. 

Keep blossoms picked off of June bearing varieties the first season. 

Keep as free of weeds as possible. 

Fertilize very heavily the season the plant bed is growing. Do not fertilize 

just before fruiting. 


EVERBEARING STRAWBERRIES 


Strawberries of the everbearing varieties may be planted this spring and will 
start to bear fruit about the middle of July and will bear continually until cold 
weather arrives. 

Everbearing varieties of strawberries do not make very many new plants and 
we recommend that all runners be kept picked off so that all the strength will go 
into the fruit. It is also recommended that some type of mulch be placed around 
each plant so that the berries will be clean. 

Everbearing strawberries, planted this way, will not bear the great amounts 
of berries next June that the regular varieties do so we recommend that not more 
than one-third of your bed be of everbearing varieties.
